$2.4 million city 
budget unveiled

City Administrator Gene Wählers unveiled a $2,493,690 city budget 
for 1974 75 before the City Council last night and told the five-member 
panel that city utility rates might have to increase across the board to 
keep pace with inflation and rising costs 
The yearly spending plan, as recommended by Wählers, is $198,190 
or 7 95 per cent above last year’s budget It reflects curtailment of 
services, he said, but does reflect a reduction of city forces by five and 
one half people 
The administrator added that this year’s budget maintains the $1 68 
total city tax rate per $100 assessed valuation, established in 1970 One 
dollar of this will go into the city general fund, 18 cents will go into the 
library fund and 50 cents will find its way into the retirement fund 
Wählers confided, though, that were it not for state action 
preventing tax increases in certain cities this year, Lompoc included, 
he would have recommended a tax boost to cope with rising costs and 
the inflationary wildfire 
Wählers’ dilemma in mapping out this year’s spending strategy was 
apparent. While the city’s assessed valuation is expected to increase 
about $450,000 over the next year, or I 23 per cent, inflation over the 
last 12 months has cruised at a beefy 8 6 per cent 
Each city department has its own inflation horror stories In the 
electrical department, for example, Wählers said that the price of 
certain equipment has gone up 300 per cent at the same time energy 
conservation has caused the city to sell less power and, therefore, 
make less profit from the city distribution system. 
It has been estimated that a 15 per cent power usage cut, as 
recommended by the Public Utilities Commission, would cost I^ompoc 
some $75,000 in revenues that also go toward general city operation. 
Wählers said that the city’s being “caught in the middle” in this 
department may make an electrical rate hike necessary. 
While the city used to be able to purchase gasoline at near 23 cents 
per gallon, it now pays about seven cents under the pump price. So, 
while $30,000 was enough to keep city forces on the road last year, it 
will take $60.000 this year 
City alley paving projects, which could be completed for $3-4.000 two 
or three years ago, now cost $10,000 to do, according to Public Works 
Director Barry Gustafson, and piping for the addition to the city storm 
drain system was ordered just under the wire to avoid a full 20 per 
cent hike in that commodity. 
Postage costs have increased 25 per cent 
With a city tax hike outlawed by state legislation (SB 90), the drift 
last night was that the extra revenue would probably have to come 
from utility rate increases.

Committee votes subpoeneas

more subpoenas were voted today 
by the House Judiciary Committee 
for presidential tape recordings and 
other records. The White House 
immediately 
indicated 
President 
Nixon would ignore them. 


One subpoena was for conver­ 
sations by Nixon with top aides on 
three dates in 1972. The other was 
for daily diaries by the President for 
various months in both 1972 and 
1973. 


The first date for which additional 
tapes are sought was April 4, 1972, 
four days after G. Gordon Liddy 
allegedly got the go-ahead for a plan 
of surveillance against Democrats 
that apparently culminated in the

MA ALOT, Israel <UPI) - Israeli 
forces 
today 
stormed 
a 
schoolbuilding 
where 75 school­ 
children were being held captive and 
killed three Arab guerrillas who had 
demanded the release of 20 jailed 
Arab commandos in exchange, the 
armed forces radio announced. 


‘‘There are about 10 wounded, 
some of them soldiers but I don t 
know if there are any other losses in 
life besides the terrorists.” a local 
newsman 
told 
the 
radio 
in a 
telephoned interview 


Military sources said the smoke of 
grenades 
billowed 
through 
the 
western Galilee air around the 
school building in the battle that 
lasted four to six minutes. 


The shootout occurred minutes 
before a 6 p.m. (noon ED T > deadline 
was due to expire for the release of 
the Arab guerrillas held in Israeli 
prisons. Some of the freed prisoners 
had already started arriving at the 
school building in this Galilee town 
four miles south of the Lebanese 
frontier 


Israel had agreed to release the 
prisoners in return for the lives of 
the children. 


The Israeli announcement by a 
government spokesman—only the 
second time Israel has agreed to 
guerrilla demands— brought an 
immediate 
warning 
from 
the 
guerrillas that any trickery could 
lead to disaster. They said the lives 
of the children would not be safe 
until they and the freed guerrillas 
actually arrive in Damascus. 


The 
band 
of 
three 
Hebrew- 
speaking guerrillas shot their way 
into the village before dawn today, 
killing at least seven persons and 
wounding 12 others before they 
seized the school building. They then 
announced it had been mined with 
explosives that could be detonated 
at any moment. 
The guerrillas demanded 
two 
planes to fly them and the 20 jailed 
guerrillas to Damascus and Beirut 
and 
demanded 
and 
received 
assurances 
that 
F re n ch 
Ambassador Jean Herly accompany 
them as a hostage. They said the 
ambassador must give them a 
secret 
code 
word 
to 
prevent 
trickery. 
Israeli radio reports said the 
guerrilla prisoners already were 
being flown by helicopter from the 
Gaza Strip to an airport. 


The arrest ends it all 


(Editor’s Note: This is the fifth 
and final article describing the work 
of Lompoc Police Detective Keith 
Bobb on a city narcotic case).

‘‘Time is on our side,” is the 
consoling factor in police work when 
Detective Keith Bobb sees a man 
plead guilty to a lesser charge and is 
granted probation 
for such 
an 
offensive crime as selling heroin. 
Eventually, a real crook will be 
locked up for a long time. 
Time for the dealers who sold 
dope to Mary under the buy program 
that started Feb. 28 was up April 5. 
They would be arrested that night. 
And time was up for Mary and 
Dan in Lompoc. They had to get out 
of town. When the bust occurs 
everyone would know who snitched. 
Keith Bobb and his lieutenant, Mel 
Ramos, decided to arrest on April 5 
for two reasons mostly. Mary had 
turned in about everyone she knew 
In Lompoc who was selling dope. 
Everyone, except for one married 
dealer who she refused to turn. 
‘‘Because he’s got kids,” she 
insisted when Dan pressed. 
Secondly, Keith Bobb and Pete 
(police officer Linda Peterson) 


were exhausted. Between trolling 
for 
buys, 
prowling 
at 
night, 
maintaining surveillance as Mary 
copped dope, filling out stacks of 
paperwork on each buy, they were 
logging in 12 to 14 hours a day in 
police work. 
Keith Bobb was tired and Rita, his 
wife, was tired of not seeing him, 
except for flash dinner or lunch 
stops, when he took the time to eat. 
And Pete’s husband was tired of 
eating TV dinners. 
During the 37-day buy program, 
Detective Bobb accrued more than 
two 
weeks 
in 
overtime. 
Pete 
invested about the same time; 
however, she would receive no 
compensation time off. Such are the 
hazards of being a reserve officer. 
On April 3, Keith Bobb and Pete 
began 
putting 
arrest 
packets 
together and filling out search 
warrants. 
Paper 
work 
would 
continue for several days after the 
arrests. 
What is disheartening for Keith 
Bobb, as it is for all policemen, is 
that after this work many people 
busted would plead guilty to lesser 
charges and be put on probation or 
sentenced briefly to jail. Too soon 
they would be back out on the street 
to cop and use dope.

One school ordered closed 


Some dealers who sold dope to 
Mary have sold dope to previous 
informants in prior buy programs. 
And doubtless, Keith Bobb knew, he 
would bust them again for copping 
dope. 
However, 
Detective 
Bobb 
maintains an attitude toward his 
profession which enables him to 
continue in this ridiculous cycle: 
‘‘If I make an arrest, I won the 
battle,” he sums-up. 
In an arrest, he has jailed the 
crook, caused him to spend money 
for bail, caused him embarrassment 
by having to go to court as a 
recognized crook, and gotten a 
conviction against him — even if the 
sentence 
is 
light. 
That 
crook, 
although 90 per cent of crimes are 
unsolved, didn’t get away. 
He explained, “ This is why I stay 
on in police work.” 
A big worry for Keith Bobb as the 
buy program came to an end was 
what would happen to Mary and 
Dan. They certainly couldn’t remain 
in Lompoc and they had to return to 
Santa Maria on April 16 so Mary 
could appear before a grand jury. 
Would they return? How and 
where were they going to live in the 
meantime?

Trustees 
of 
Lompoc 
Unified 
School District yesterday voted to 
close Los Padres School in the fall of 
this 
year, 
ending 
widespread 
speculation that two schools might 
fall to the economy axe 
An estimated 225 persons were in 
the audience at La Honda School 
when trustee Richard K. Jacoby 
made the motion. Trustee John 
Beattie added a second and the 
board voted 5-0. 
Action was 
delayed 
on 
an 
additional recommendation to move 
Maple High School to a seven-room 
wing on the Olive Avenue side of 
Hapgood School. 
Supt. Glen Wegner made his 
recommendations in a statement at 
the outset of the meeting which had 
been switched to La Honda from the 
adjacent Central 
Administration 
Building. 
There was 
only 
scattered 
audience reaction to the board’s 
action and no public testimony in 
line with board president Karl 
Braun’s announcement that three 
previous hearings had sufficiently 
tapped public sentiment on school 
closures. 
However, 
Barbara 
Berg, 
president of Lompoc Valley PTA 
Council was permitted to read a 
statement that ended: “ Today you 
are faced with the issue of school 
closure. We as 
a PTA council 
respect your judgment as elected 
officials of our school district and 
will support your decision. We 
further pledge to continue our 
efforts to develop a better working 
relationship between school and 
home, and to help every child 
develop to his fullest potential.” 
Wegner’s list of recommendations 
included some details that wiH be 
considered by the trustees at a later 
date. A decision on the future 
location of Maple High School, for 
example, will be made at a meeting 
of the board on June 11. 
Wegner recommended that the 
school be moved to the Olive Avenue 
wing of Hapgood School and that 95 
students presently being bused from 
rural areas be moved to La Canada 
School which is located on West 
North Avenue. Wegner said the 
Maple facility and its students could 
be 
isolated 
from 
the 
school’s 
elementary students by splitting the 
Hapgood campus with a fence. 
Hapgood 
has 
about 
10 
empty 
classrooms and has been operating 
with a student population of less 
than 600 compared to a design 
capacity of 912. 
In 
other respects 
Wegner 


proposes to move FCI students from 
Buena Vista in Vandenberg Village 
to Clarence Ruth School in Lompoc ; 
and the fifth and 
sixth grade 
students in the Loma Vista- Los 
Padres area to Crestview School. 
The decision to close Los Padres 
ended temporarily at least the fears 
in Lompoc that Miguelito School, 
would be closed. 
A committee 
headed by Dr. Bill Williams had said 
two 
schools 
should 
be 
closed 
because of declining enrollment, 
and included Miguelito School in one 
of the combination options for board 
consideration. 
Despite the 5-0 vote there was 
strong sentiment to go the other way 
and close down two schools as the 
committee had recommended in 
some of its options. 


Gail Steiger argued for the closing 
of two schools— a position she had 
adopted 
previously 
when 
she 
announced that if she had to choose 
between educational programs or 
school facilities, she would prefer to 
close schools. She set forth her 
views in a prepared statement: 
“ Economically, short of substantial 
cuts in program or personnel, I feel 
we have no choice but to close two 
schools.” 
“ It is my conviction,” she said, 
“ that logically and mathematically, 
we should close Loma Vista or Los 
Padres 
and 
Miguelito 
School. 
Children from these schools can be 
housed in schools adjacent to their 
present attendance areas.” 
Archie Nogle agreed with Mrs. 
Steiger that two schools should be 
closed. However, he agreed that if it 
had to be only one school, Los 
Padres was the right one to close. 
Then he sought unsuccessfully to 
exact a commitment from Wegner 
and the board for the automatic 
closing of another school later if 
enrollment continues to decline. 
Wegner noted that it would be 
difficult at this juncture to predict 
accurately what may happen in the 
fall. 
In his statements on the question 
Braun indicated he was opposed to 
closing either Miguelito or La Mesa 
and said Los Padres was a logical 
school to close. Later he received a 
wave of applause when he declared: 
“ There are other ways of saving 
money.” 
Beattie declared: “ Mr. Wegner s 
recommendation takes a load off my 
mind, but I can’t lose sight of the 
financial 
reality 
of 
declining 
enrollment.” He said the board 
might have to raise the tax rate as 
much as $1 above the current $1.85 
per $100 of assessed valuation. “ If 


we don't start to apply the brakes, 
we could be in a serious dilemma.” 


Gas price 
sign issue 
renewed 


The politically charged question 
of requiring city gas stations to post 
prices 
visible 
from 
the 
road 
resurfaced last night as the Lompoc 
City Council voted unanimously to 
set a public hearing for May 21 on a 
proposed gas posting ordinance. 
At their May 7 session, the board 
voted 4-1 against a resolution asking 
for price postings in the wake of 
protests 
and 
claim s 
of 
discrimination from local service 
station owners. 
The ordinance to be aired May 21, 
which would require compliance, 
was requested by Mrs. Joy Browder 
of 409 South L Street. Mrs. Browder 
had collected 250 citizens signatures 
on a petition supporting the May 7 
resolution. She returned last night 
with 1,200 signatures and, she said, 
would have more to present at the 
hearing. 
City Councilman Sol Lefkowitz 
made last night’s motion to ask City 
Attorney Alan Davidson to draft the 
proposed price posting measure and 
set the hearing date. 
At the earlier meeting, Mrs. 
Browder 
presented 
a 
survey 
indicating that on two dates in April, 
no more than seven of Lompoc’s 24 
service stations had their prices 
posted visibly from the road. She 
said then that the measure would 
help to subdue public suspicion of 
the oil industry in the midst of a fuel 
shortage as citizens “ wonder why 
prices were fully advertised when it 
was to the dealers’ advantage to do 
so, but not now when the public 
needs it most. ” 
Dealers parried that requiring the 
signs to be posted would run counter 
to city beautification efforts and 
also subject them to a requirement 
not applied to other businesses. 
“ No other business in town has to 
advertise a price that has to be seen 
from the street,” Norris Atkins, 
Chevron station owner, countered. 
Four members of the council at 
that 
meeting 
agreed 
that 
the 
measure would be discriminatory 
against service station owners and 
independent gasoline dealers and 
that it would run against the free 
enterprise system

Illegitimate cost $500 million 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) 
It cost California taxpayers 
$500 million for the care of 
an 
estimated 
40,000 
illegitimate children born in 
the 
state 
last 
year, 
according 
to 
the 
state 
Health and Welfare Agency. 
“ It is clear that the social 
and fiscal magnitude of the 
illegitimacy problem in this 
state has reached enormous 
proportion,” the agency’s 
Social Welfare Board said 
Tuesday in a report. 
The 
report, 
titled 
“ Unplanned 
Parenthood,” 
was started two years ago to 
seek 
solutions 
to 
California's 
illegitimacy 
problems. 
In preparing the report, 
the board said it perceived 
its “ commitment to those 
who are in need of public 


help,” but added it also had 
“ an equal commitment to 
the public who must pay for 
this help ” 
It continued, “ The fact of 
the matter is that public 
assistance and illegitimacy 
are linked. The incidence of 
illegitimate 
children 
in 
welfare caseloads is twice 
that 
in 
the 
general 
population. 
“ There are also direct 
costs related to the care and 
support of these youngsters 
which are being borne by 
the taxpayer,” it added. 
The report said one-fourth 
of all children in California 
on welfare are illegitimate. 
The $500 million annual 
cost in California, the report 
said, 
included state and 
county welfare and federal 
assistance. 


Robert E. Mitchell, a Los 
Angeles 
attorney 
and 
chairman 
of 
the 
board, 
pointed out that three of 
four illegitimate children 
are born to mothers 24 years 
old and under and two out of 
five are born to mothers 18 
and under. 


“ It 
is 
obvious 
that 
considering the age of these 
mothers they are the least 
likely to be able to provide 
the 
full 
support 
and 
maintenance 
needed 
by 
their children,” the report 
said. 


The 
report 
offered as 
long-range solutions to the 
problem . 
including 
education of children in the 
“ art of parenting” as well 
as the responsibilities of 
parenthood.

transplants 
could be performed if a 
person is declared officially 
dead when his brain quits 
working instead of when his 
heart 
stops 
beating. 
Assemblvman Dixon Arnett 
says. 
Arnett, R Redwood City, 
told a legislative committee 
Tuesday such a definition of 
brain death would permit 
many more transplants 
p a r t i c u l a r l y 
kidney 
transplants—than 
can 
be 
performed now under the 
concept of heart death 
The question of whether 
death 
occurs 
when 
the 
brain ceases to function or 
the heart stops beating has 
been 
a 
longstanding 
controversy 
in 
medical 
circles It came to a head 
recently with the increase in 
organ transplants under the 
state's Anatomical Gift Act 
A bill (AB3560) by Arnett 
would 
declare 
death 
to 
occur when the person has 
“ suffered 
irreversible 
cessation 
of 
brain 
function “ Currently there 
is no state law on the 
subject 
The bill was heard by the 
Assembly Criminal Justice 
Committee, which delayed 
action on it until June 11. 
Arnett 
said 
the 
brain 
death 
definition 
would 
permit more organs to be 
transplanted 
because 
organs 
often 
deteriorate 
substantially between the 
time the brain quits working 
and when the heart and 
respiratory systems halt 
He said the bill also would 
remove “ the inhibition felt 
by doctors and patients" to 
go through with transplants 
that “ will help save the life 
of another person.” 
In

current 
San 
Francisco murder case, the 
defense is contending the 
death of Samuel Mitchell 
Jr., 29, was caused by a 
transplant and not by a

PATRIOTIC PORK KABOBS 
1 
(3 pound) boneless 
pork loin, Cooked and 
cut into 1 -inch cubes 
3 apples, cut into wedges 
6 apricots, halved and 
seeded 
3 green bananas, cut into 
1-1/2-inch pieces 
1 jar (10-ounces) 
concord grape jam 
2 tablespoons honey 
1/4 teaspoon curry powder 
1/8 teaspoon ground ginger 


Arrange pork, apples, 
apricots and bananas on 
skewers. In a small saucepan, 
combine concord grape jam, 
honey, curry and ginger. 
Heat, stirring, until jam is 
melted. Grill kabobs 3 to 5-in­ 
ches from heat, basting with 
grape sauce, Turn and baste 
several times, until meat and 
fruit are thoroughly heated. 
Serve with curried rice. 
Makes about 6 kabobs. 


ALL-AMERICAN ICE CREAM 
2 cups sugar 
5 cups light cream 
3 cups heavy cream 
1/2 teaspoon salt 


3 teaspoons vanilla

2 cups sifted all-purpose 
flour 
1/2 teaspoon cream of 
tartar 
Vh teaspoons baking 
powder 
8 eggs, separated 
2 cups sugar 
Grated peel and juice of 
1 lemon 
Dash salt 
1 cup concord grape jelly 


Sift together flour, cream 
of tartar and baking powder. 
Beat egg yolks until very 
thick and lemon colored, 
about 5 minutes. Gradually 
add sugar and continue beat­ 
ing until mixture is smooth 
and pale yellow. Stir in lemon 
peel and juice. In a clean 
bowl, beat egg whites with 
salt until stiff peaks form. 


Gradually fold egg whites 
and flour into egg yolk mix­ 
ture. Pour into 2 greased and 
floured 9-inch square cake 
pans. Bake at 325 degrees for 
30 minutes or until cake 
begins to pull away from 
sides of pan. Loosen edges 
from pan and turn out onto 
cake racks to cool. When 
layers are cool, split each in 
half crosswise. Spread con­ 
cord grape jelly between 
layers. Decorate with frost­ 
ing and miniature flags 
Makes 10 servings.

More important, it points out 
that the generally accepted 
objectives of energy policy 
are often incompatible. 
Assuring security of sup­ 
ply, for example, is not con­ 
ducive to promoting the kind 
of international co-operation 
that might help in tackling 
the energy problem. It is also 
not compatible with m inim iz­ 
ing the cost of energy to 
society, which in turn is diffi- 
c u l t to r e c o n c i l e w i t h 
safeguarding the environ­ 
ment or avoiding regional in­ 
equalities. 
Self-sufficiency would be 
expensive — Middle East oil 
is at least cheap to produce — 
while as the general argu­ 
ment shows it could also 
thr eat en e n v i r o n m e n t a l 
standards and encourage in­ 
ternational selfishness. 
The report also makes the 
point that there are more 
ways of approaching the 
energy problem than Project 
Independence. It selects 
three. First, if the use of 
energy continues to grow at 
the same rate as during the 
past 10 years, the costs would 
be enormous.

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Reflections on a shrinking future 
Myopinion

Strange symptoms began 
appearing in the United 
States in the latter hall of 
1973. 
The landscape of America 
began to change. 
The early morning hours 
saw long lines of automobiles 
sitting in the darkness, their 
drivers caught up in rage, 
bewilderment and frustra­ 
tion. 
Earlier in 1973 beef went 
scarce in the supermarkets 
for awhile. 
In early 1974, one issue that 
dominated special Congres­ 
sional bi-elections was called 
by an old word with new 
meaning - energy The sale 
of radial tires and kerosene 
lanterns boomed. Govern­ 
ment made solemn promises 
that government wouldn't 
ban nighttime sports. The 
suspicion of a toilet-paper 
shortage created a toilet- 
paper shortage. 
Obviously some novel 
events and states of mind 
where appearing in America. 
Something more significant 
than scattered shortages was 
taking place. A premise 
which was basic to America’s 
vision of its destiny was col­ 
lapsing. 
Throughout most of 
America’s history there has 
been enough of everything 
And from our assumption of 
enough flowed the free en­ 
terprise system and the tradi­ 
tional — if unuttered view - 
that America was uniquely 
blessed by God. 
But by 1974 the era of 
enough was over. A new era 
of not enough was beginning. 
And the social, political and 
intellectual changes implied 
by the new facts of life both 
intrigued* and staggered the 
mind 
The United States is ap­ 
proaching its 200th birthday, 
out the American civilization 
— the collection of experi­ 
ences and assumptions that 
makes us what we are — will 
be 400 years old at the turn of 
the century. 
One deeply-held assump­ 
tion of our civilizations is the 
idea that Americans are a 
sort of latter-day children of 
Israel, the chosen of a 
benevolent Deity. ‘‘We have 
made a covenant with 
Almighty God, ' said John 
Winthrop, “ and He hath 
given us leave to write our 
own articles.' The vast, in­ 
calculable natural wealth of 
the American land mass is a 
key fact which underlies the 
notion of a special American 
destiny. 
From the beginning, it was 
seen as the gift of an approv­ 
ing God to a worthy people. 
Massachusetts made the cod­ 
fish — a symbol of the sea s 
wealth — * its state symbol. 
The first New York fortunes 
were built on the hunting and 
fishing rights awarded by the 
Dutch crown to thé patroons 
of the Hudson river valley. 
By 1840 there were 1,200 
cotton mills in the United

States, 1,500 woolen mills by 
1850. Andrew D. White, the 
timber king, ripped up whole 
forests in the interior. Loui­ 
siana disgorged sugar, Ken­ 
tucky and Virginia tobacco. 
The plains were plowed up 
and planted with Russian 
wheat; furs were plundered 
on the vast oceanic frontier 
of the Pacific from San Diego 
to Queen Charlotte island. 
But then suddenly, in the 
early 1970s, there wasn’t 
enough. Shortages in every­ 
thing from beef patties to 
gasoline blossomed across 
the middle-aged facade of 
American society. 
The era of “enough” was 
over. The era of “ not enough 
had begun and it was logical, 
if somewhat frightening, to 
wonder how the political, 
social and economic order 
would change in the face of 
the new reality. 
Even during the heyday of 
America’s abundance, we 
have not been without 
prophets who warned of 
resource starvation. Henry 
David Thoreau, the most 
celebrated prophet of the 
mid-19th Century, underwent 
a posthumous boom in the 
1950s when the environmen­ 
tal movement moved into 
high gear and its message 
became a key increment in 
the national debate. 
That movement was a fore­ 
cast of the politics of the “ not 
enough" era. The environ­ 
mentalists forecast a re-or- 
dering of the political system 
that is likely to result from 
the ending of the long era of 
“enough" in American histo­ 
ry 
The traditional liberal and 
conservative attitudes will 
obviously seep into the new 
condition of shortages, rising 
prices and increased Ameri­ 
can reliance on other coun­ 
tries for such raw materials 
as petroleum, chrome and 
magnesium. 
The new conservatism will 
be a natural extension of the 
old one; in the era of “ not 
enough" conservatives will 
seek to find new sources of 
raw materials so that the po­ 
litical and economic status 
quo can continue. 
Lib erals in the “ not 
enough" era will address the 
shortage and limitation equa­ 
tion from its demand end. 
They will advocate changing 
the consuming habits — the 
very life style of this middle- 


aged, middle-class nation — 
in order to conserve shor­ 
tened supplies and protect 
the environment 
In his State of the Union 
Address last February, Presi­ 
dent Nixon warned that he 
would veto the emergency 
energy bill then coming 
through Congress. The bill, 
said Mr. Nixon, only man­ 
aged shortages - the liberal 
solution. The President said 
that we should - in his words 
— “ get rid of the shortage." It 
was the coming moderate 
conservative outlook. It was a 
forecast of the politics of “ not 
enough 
The definitions and theo­ 
ries of economists sometimes 
sound very much like politi­ 
cal definitions and theories. 
We think of the Nixon admin­ 
istration and its economists 
a.<* moderate conservatives. 
Hence it came as something 
of a surprise when, last 
December, the Chairman of 
Mr. Nixon’s Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisors said that 
some day the United States 
might need a huge planning 
agency to coordinate and 
direct government economic 
policy. 
Herbert Stein is regarded 
as a conservative economist. 
The idea of centrally- 
planned economies is re­ 
garded in some quarters as 
socialist heresy. But Stein, in 
his speech to the American 
Economic Association was 
not doing ideological flip- 
flops. He was responding to a 
new reality — the beginning 
of the new American era of 
“ not enough." 
Suddenly, in a decade bat­ 
tered by shortages, the 
United States faced a whole 
new ball game; If abundance 
could not be taken for 
granted, then it would be nec­ 
essary to plan to preserve 
what we have. 
The international econom­ 
ics of the era of “not enough” 
are as unpredictable as more 
domestic planning is inevita­ 
ble. The United States — hav­ 
ing only 6 per cent of the 
world’s population — cannot 
expect to go on consuming 33 
per cent of the planet’s 
resources. Certainly competi­ 
tion for goods and resources 
will intensify among the na­ 
tions of the northern zone. 
Conflict with the developing 
countries of the southern zone 
seems inevitable; they are 
short on industrial tech- 


nology, but they control the 
resources. There is still 
“enough” in the poor nations. 
As the Club of Rome 
pointed out in a dramatic 
study two years ago, the 
world may soon be approach­ 
ing the limits of its economic 
growth - at least as we know 
the term. If that is true, then 
some social engineering must 
keep pace with the planning 
of economies. Controlling 
growth may be the new 
science. 
The largest imponderable 
in the new era of “ not 
enough" is also the most in­ 
teresting — the social im­ 
plications of the new era 
characterized by the end of 
abundance in the United 
States. 
Superficially one can see 
the smaller car, the warmer 
clothing, the return of the 
three-piece suit, and the 
returnable beer can as 
changes wrought by short­ 
ages of gasoline, heating fuel 
and metals. 
But it is the structural 
change in society brought 
about by shortage that fasci­ 
nates government officials, 
so c ia l s c ie n tis ts and 
futurologists. 
For instance, the city- 
suburb pattern is likely to 
change with urban areas 
becoming the li mg centers 
and the suburbs being the 
seat of industry; fuel short­ 
ages and the new dictates of 
public transportation will 
force the switch. 
The prospect of renewed 
racial tensions worries peo­ 
ple who try to think through 
the social implications of the 
era of “not enough." Will 
some Malthusian standard 
apply as affluent societies ad­ 
dress themselves to the prob- 
lem of dividing up a 
d im in is h in g 
lode 
of 
affluence? Since racial ten­ 
sions are tied to acquisitive 
symbols, the effects of the 
new era’s potential economic 
injustice could be devastat­ 
ing. 
Will that concept wither 
with the end of assumed 
abundance? In ways that are 
hardly foreseeable now, the 
consequence of that wither­ 
ing for the American charac­ 
ter may be the profoundest 
effect of the new era of “ not 
enough."

- <NEA) - Last autumn I 
asked the government of my 
small community for permis­ 
sion to walk in the local park 
after dark It seemed silly to 
have to request such 
authorization, but a munici­ 
pal law prohibits park use 
after sunoown and I supposed 
if I didn't want to be thrown 
in the slam, or worse, I had 
better seek exemption Irom 
the rule, even if it was dumb 
To date, six months later, 
the government has not 
replied. It is as if my request 
and myself did not exist. I 
know the communication was 
received, for the government 
said early on it was a rea­ 
sonable appeal which would 
be granted. It was not 
granted. It was ignored. And 
I walk in the park these days 
outside the law. 
This is admittedly a small 
matter in the affairs of men. I 
am admittedly suffering none 
but a bruised ego. Yet there 
are implications here which, 
in this period of govern­ 
mental instability, reach 
beyond my village of 6.000 
highly regulated souls 
Polls indicate only 25 per 
cent of the people now be­ 
lieve in the President ot the 
Republic; they also indicate 
only 21 per cent of the people 
have faith in the Congress of 
the United States. 
Were the polls to ask for 
belief in local governments, I 
believe the percentage of 
yeas would be even more dis­ 
paragingly low. Despite lack 
of support for the federal 
electeds, they at least have 
popular interest and some 
60-70 per cent of the eligible 
voters turn out for all national 
elections. By contrast, the 
vote in most local elections 
seldom rises above abysmal 
levels as the electorate stays 
away in legions. 
Politicians at the local 
level believe the reason for_ 


public aloofness is public 
apathy. ‘‘Who wants to get in­ 
volved with things like sewer 
contracts and garbage col­ 
lection?” Yet this is the knee 
jerk appraisal, and though it 
may be considerably accur­ 
ate it is not the whole of the 
answer. It may well be the 
public is not interested in 
local government largely be­ 
cause it is frustrated with it. 
There is a gentleman in my 
town, for instance, who 
decided some years ago to 
question the local govern­ 
ment about the dumping of

refuse at the stream near his 
home He pointed out that the 
municipal dumping was 
blocking the stream, creating 
a swamp, and moreover was 
in violation of state codes 
concerning the natural flow 
of rivers. He went to the 
council meetings and was ig­ 
nored. He mailed letters and 
was ignored. He telephoned 
officials and was ignored 
Further, he was branded a 
public idiot, a chronic com- 
plainer, and an enemy by the 
men elected to serve his in­ 
terests. 
As it happened, the gentle­ 
man above continued com­ 
plaining. finally w inning vin­ 
dication and retribution by 
going over the locals to state 
authority. But he is the ex­ 
ception. Most people, once ig­ 
nored or put down by local of­ 
ficials, steal off to lick their 
wounds, never to be seen 
again. 


The truth is observable in 
virtually any town council 
meeting in the nation; if a 
chap gets up with a com­ 
plaint. and unless he has 
backers, money, considera­ 
ble fortitude, or a degree in 
public speaking, he is often 
greeted with yawns. As a re­ 
porter covering such meet­ 
ings in many locales, I’ve 
seen elected o ffic ia ls 
brow beat such people w ith an 
arrogance and delight that 
comes only with a bit of 
power and gavel-down mus­ 
cle. 
The situation does not limit 
itself to community council 
meetings. Community schools 
often practice an exclusion­ 
ary arrogance that borders 
on an ‘‘anti-parent philoso­ 
phy. Clerks in many com­ 
munity agencies practice a 
grim-faced, off-hand, de­ 
meaning public service that 
suggests they are beneath 
their station in life and/or 
perhaps they have better 
things to do than their jobs. 
And city halls themselves 
are very often not people 
oriented but paper oriented; 


my local hall opens at 9 and 
closes at 4, almost pelted 
hours if the wish is to dis­ 
courage visits from the work­ 
ing man — and another city 
hall of my acquaintance, in 
Newark, is so dark and dank 
and unfriendly the people of 
the town sta> away pur­ 
posely 
In this atmosphere, then, it 


is no wonder people ignore 
their governments. And so it 
develops, fairly naturally, the 
governments begin to ignore 
the people. Though most 
community officials are still 
required by law to make 
public decisions in public, the 
fact is the decisions are in­ 
creasingly made in private. 
Councils or Supervisors or 
Selectmen hold secret “ex­ 
ecutive sessions' where the 
real business is done. The 
open meetings, to a greater 
and greater degree, are used 
merely to trumpet decisions 
to a few hardy spectators 
The system is not of course* 
meant to function this way. In 
early America — read it less 
populated and sim pler 
America — people decided 
their public business in Town 
Meetings. Today some town 
in New England still carry on 
the tradition. I recall attend­ 
ing one where the village 
clerk had to rise before 500 of 
her townfolk and ask for a 
raise. One after another the 
folk, citing poor work and ab­ 
senteeism. said no. It was bad 
for the clerk, but a grand dis­ 
play of people deciding the 
people's business. 
Unfortunately, there is no 
way most communities can 
return to the first principles 
of community democracy. 
There are too many citizens 
now to assemble much else 


than their mechanical vote. 
Yet if the Town Meeting sys­ 
tem cannot be revived, that 
part ot its philosophy dealing 
with individualism must be 
Two years from now the 
nation celebrates its Bicen­ 
tennial birthday How better 
than tor its citizens to recall 
and then insist on the imple­ 
mentation ot a line from 
Thoreau “There will never 
b e a really tree and 
enlightened slate until it 
comes to recognize the in­ 
dividual as a higher and in- 
dependent authority ... and 
treats him accordingly.”

I ’d rip my arm out. I can’t even bend 
it. But the fans being close excite 
me. I go crazy. I don’t even know 
what I’m doing.” 
Yet in a personal confrontation, 
he’s

pleasant, 
fairly 
relaxed and introspective about his 
absorption with pole vaulting. 
" It ’s 
a 
challenge,” he says, 
"Seeking 
perfection. 
I ’m 
very 
involved in technique and the design 
of the poles. My father is an 
engineer and helps me. Seagren is a 
great pole vaulter who gets in very 
good shape and has very good speed 
on the runway. But he doesn’t know 
what he’s doing, what and why, and 
most vaulters are like that.” 
Steve started vaulting in the 
backyard when he was nine-years- 
old, using a television aluminum 
antenna. His older brother was a 
vaulter at Stanford.

Now I ’m in 
very good control of my body. 
You’ve got to run, lift weights, do 
gymnastics to be a pole vaulter.

Rozelle urges open books 


NFL sees the light

NKW YORK - (NEA) - 
One tall evening a couple ol 
years ago it was mentioned to 
Pete Ko/elle 
commissioner 
ol the National Football 
League, that football was 
becoming so boring that peo­ 
ple were falling asleep at 
halltimc ol Die Monday night 
games 
Rozelle smiled Ins lean, 
pin stuped smile, look a silk\ 
drag from his cigarette hold­ 
er and replied, “ Tell those 
people* to wake up later in the 
mornings’’ 
Such self sal isfacl ion was a 
direct, imperious descendant 
of Marie Antoinette, who sug­ 
gested that since the French 
rabble had no bread to eat, 
they ought to munch cake 
Unlike that 18th-century 
queen, Rozelle may have 
realized his mistake in time 
to save his neatly pruned 
head. So, m effect, the new, 
revolutionary rule changes 
he encouraged are food for 
the masses. 
There had been a grow ing 
clamor by fans to galvanize 
the game, particularly after 
the so-called “ showcase" was 
annually being rapped as 
“ Super Bore" and 
‘Stupor 
Bowl.” 
Since the N F L had ex­ 
punged its competition, the 
A FL. by absorbing t! in 1968. 
the one and only pro toot hall 
league could remain sassy 
and jowly in the knowledge 
that its game, for all its 
yawning defects, was still the 
only game in town. And that 
no matter how tedious its 
•field goals and defensive 
zone tactics, it was still a hell 
of a sight more spectacular 
than mud-slow baseball. 
Then, suddenly, a rush of 
realizations — the most re­ 
cent and stunning being that 
bucket of water in the face 
known as the World Football 


League. 
Some of the N F L ’s finest 
players were defecting to the 
e m b r y o n i c W F L . T h i s 
shocked the N FL owners and 
their spokesman. Rozelle. 
They could not disdainfully 
ignore the W FL the way they 
did the early A FL, which 
began with has-beens, never- 
had-beens and maybe-will- 
bes. 
With the Csonkas and W ar­ 


fields and Stablers, the W FL 
is getting the “ is's " 
This situation has the po­ 
tential to pluck the N FL 
owners where they would feel 
the most severe pain — in 
their lumpy handbags 
Lucrative television 
revenue, while it may not 
altogether shrivel up for the 
NFL, could be deflated if the 
networks use the W F L as a 
bargaining lever against the 
N FL 
The N FL realizes, too, that 
its imperiousness has not flat­ 
tered the fan. The uproar 
which the N FL lost in court 
last year concerning home 


TV blackouts rankled the 
local rooter And for the most 
part, fans did not storm the 
Bastille when their loeal 
heroes defected to the W FL. 
The fans sympathized with 
the players and in fact may 
have looked with some 
anticipation to a more excit­ 
ing league. 
Now the N F L owners, 
mostly men with business in­ 
terests outside of sports, are 
not to Ik* confused entirely

He doesn t have

Steve Smith is a modern

competes in that classic art form, 
the pole vault, and he has soared 18

a height undreamed of by the 
ancient Greeks - and yet for him 
the thrill of the Olympics is negated 
by more material considerations 
"In Europe," he says, "it's a big 
deal The top athletes over there can 
make $100.000 a year as amateurs in 
track and field i know one who did 
Emiel Puttemans from Belgium, 
a distance runner 
That discus 
thrower from Sweden. Ricky Bruch, 
makes $75.000 a year They get the 
money from the meet directors A 
gold medal to a European might 
mean a new house It's a big deal 
With the Russians it’s even more 
important They start in the third 
grade and it becomes their life 
style." 
But for Steve Smith, who was bom 
and raised in southern California 
and who has long, grizzy golden 
hair, there is nothing 


Which is why last November he 
gave up any ambitions to become an 
Olympic 
champion 
and 
turned 
professional for a guarantee of more 
than $25.000 Cool cash "That’s if 1 
never jumped again,’ he notes 
He is now 22-years-old 
He is 
married and has a house in Redondo 
Beach. Calif. He has no regrets 
about this one aborted try for a 
medal when, because the type of 
pole was changed, he never even had 
a chance at one in Munich 
"If I could win 15 gold medals like 
Mark Spitz, he says, "that would be 
a different story I could one win one 
at most Dave Wottle won (at the 800 
meters) and it hasn’t helped him 
very much." 
What changed his mind about the 
Olympics? 
"When I grew up Probably when I 
was a sophomore in college. I was 
valuting over 17 feet and I realized it 
doesn’t do very much for you. 
Europeans could hang around till 
they were 30 or 35 years old. 
Wolfgang Nordwig (East Germany) 
won the Olympics at 29 
Hans 
Lagerqvist (Sweden) is 34 
“ About the time track and field 
athletes in this country just get 
started, where everything is natural 
for them, they have to quit Now I ’ll 
be able to continue through pro 
track." 
Steve has been depicted as the 
enfant terrible of track because of 
he’s an outspoken critic of his rival, 
Bob Seagren, a former Olympic 
champion who is now on the pro 
circuit, too, and because he’s an 
uninhibited 
hot 
dog 
in 
the 
performing arena. After breaking 
the world indoor record at 18 1" this 
winter in Salt Lake City, he used the 
vaulting pit as a trampoline to 
bounce up and down, shook his fists 
wildly and broke into a sprint 
around the track, culminated by a 
headlong dive into the high jump 
bar. 
Smith describes his actions as 
mild, temporary schizophrenia, or 
Clark Kent in track shorts. 
‘‘When I pole vault," he says, 
‘‘I ’m like a complete different 
person. I get very, very excited. I 
love the interaction between myself 
and the people. I run around and do 
backflips. In practice, I couldn’t 
even leave the ground with the pole I 
use in meets. It weighs six pounds. 
I ’d rip my arm out. I can’t even bend 
it. But the fans being close excite 
me. 1 go crazy. I don’t even know 
what I ’m doing." 
Yet in a personal confrontation, 
he’s 
mild 
and 
pleasant, 
fairly 
relaxed and introspective about his 
absorption with pole vaulting. 
‘‘It’s 
a 
challenge," 
he says, 
‘‘Seeking 
perfection. 
I ’m 
very 
involved in technique and the design 
of the poles. My father is an 
engineer and helps me. Seagren is a 
great pole vaulter who gets in very 
good shape and has very good speed 
on the runway. But he doesn’t know 
what he’s doing, what and why, and 
most vaulters are like that." 
Steve started vaulting in the 
backyard when he was nine-years- 
old, using a television aluminum 
antenna. His older brother was a 
vaulter at Stanford. 
‘‘I couldn’t do anything as a kid," 
he 
says. 
‘‘I 
was 
a 
complete 
stumblebum, a clod. Now I ’m in 
very good control of my body. 
You’ve got to run, lift weights, do 
gymnastics to be a pole vaulter. 
Now I can go into anything." 
At the moment it’s making money

N FL sees the light 


Rozelle urges open books

NEW YORK - (N EA ) 
One tail evening a couple of 
years ago it was mentioned !o 
Pete Rozelle, commissioner 
of the National Fool ha 11 
League, that football was 
becoming so boring that peo 
pie were falling asleep at 
h;t I It i m«* of the Monday night 
ga rnes 
Ko/elle smiled hi.s lean, 
pin-striped smile, took a silky 
drag from his cigarette hold­ 
er and replied, “ Tell those 
people to wake itf) later in the 
mornings." 
Such self-satisfaction was a 
direct, imperious descendant 
Of Marie Antoinette, who sug­ 
gested that since the French 
rabble had no bread to eat, 
they ought to munch cake. 
Unlike that 18th-Century 
queen, Rozelle may have 
realized his mistake in time 
to save his neatly pruned 
head. So, in effect, the new, 
revolutionary rule changes 
he encouraged are food for 
the masses. 
There had been a growing 
clamor by fans to galvanize 
the game, particularly after 
the so-called “ showcase" was 
annually being rapped as 
“ Super Bore 
and 
‘Stupor 
Bowl." 
Since the N P L had ex­ 
punged its competition, the 
AEL, by absorbing it in 1966, 
the one and only pro football 
league could remain sassy 
and jowly in the knowledge 
that its game, for all its 
yawning defects, was still the 
only game in town. And that 
no matter how tedious its 
•field goals and defensive 
zone tactics, it was still a hell 
of a sight more spectacular 
than mud-slow baseball. 
Then, suddenly, a rush of 
realizations - the most re­ 
cent and stunning being that 
bucket of water in the face 
known as the World Football 


League. 
Some of the N E L ’s finest 
players were defecting to the 
e m b r y o n i c W F L . T h i s 
shocked the N FL owners and 
their spokesman, Rozelle. 
They could not disdainfully 
ignore the W FL the way they 
did the early AFL. which 
began with has-beens, never* 
had-beens and mavbe-will- 
bes. 
With the Csonkas and War- 


fields and Stabiers, the W FL 
is getting the "is s," 
This situation has the po­ 
tential to pluck the N EL 
owners where they would feel 
the most severe pain - in 
their lumpy handbags 
L u c r a t i v e 
tel (‘Vision 
revenue, while it may not 
altogether shrivel up for the 
NEL, could he deflated if the 
networks use the W F L as a 
bargaining lever against the 
N EL 
The N F L realizes, too, that 
its imperiousness has not flat 
tered the fun.

In a recent interview, Dr

Vietnam is gone but not forgotten

COLUMBIA, S.C. - (NEA) 
- Six years after he was 
relieved of his Vietnam com ­ 
mand, retired Army Gen. 
William Westmoreland still 
finds it necessary to fight the 
old battle. Every now and 
then a commentator will in­ 
fer, or a publication will 
print, that Westmoreland was 
the loser in the Southeast 
Asian conflict. But the old 
soldier counters by saying: "I 
did not lose, or 'We did not 
lose." or more pointedly. "I 
am not a defeated general 
He does not make his de­ 
fense vindictive, at least not 
in public, for fist-pounding 
and hair pulling have never 
been his style. Nor does he 
suggest that "1 won. or We 
won.** because he was a 
soldier too long (36 years) to 
imagine Vietnam’s confusion 
as anything resembling vic­ 
tory in a traditional sense 
Rather, by protecting his 
own part in the fight, he 
seems to be protecting the 
Army onlv. He is known to 
feel that' a co n v e n tio n a l 
triumph was made impossi­ 
ble by the interference of 
overw helming civilian varia­ 
bles, but as for the military's 
part he says it did what it was 
assigned to do Defend South 
V ie tn a m 
from 
m ilita r y 
takeover and provide it with 
the means to defend itself. 
The wrinkled-nosed critic 
will argue that such defense 
cost America 46.000 of her 
sons. $130 billion from her 
treasury and much of her in­ 
ternational virtue, but as a 
soldier W estmoreland has 
never been in a position to 
argue the emotions. A former 
aide explains that the Gener­ 
al’s job was “to do what the 
comm ander in chief said to 
do,” not count the dead or the 
dollars. 
His Vietnam mission c a r­ 
ried with it an inescapable 
heavy loss of life and other 
degradations but he was too 
long in uniform and too much 
d ed icated to escape that 
awful responsibility with a 
moral retreat. 
Actually, 
W estm oreland 
says he deplores the Vietnam 
waste as much as any critic 
of the conflict. Since his 
retirement last year as Army 
chief of staff, arid his civilian 
withdrawal to his home state, 
he has had the freedom to ex­ 
press himself somewhat more 
candidly on the subject. His 
expressions indicate m elan­ 
choly but not outright bitter­ 
ness. He obviously believes 
the loss of life and money 
need not have been as great 
as it was; the trouble, he says, 
was at least twofold. 
First, he says, the military

W estm oreland, 
“ A pproval 
was denied. 
B ut p e r h a p s an e v e n 
greater interference into the 
conduct of the war, says the 
G eneral, was that of the 
American war resisters. He 
does not dwell on the argu­ 
ment that anti-war efforts 


gave the communists staying 
power, rather he looks at 
what the situation did to the 
military itself. 
He says the large numbers 
of bright young people who 
dodged the draft, or fled the 
country, or wangled school 
exemptions, left the military 
with a seriously depleted 
reservoir from which to draw 
young leadership. The result 
was the Army had to accept 
larger numbers of substan­ 
dard junior officers.

Calley 
(convicted killer of noncom­ 
batants Lt. William Calley) 
would not have been a c ­ 
cepted into the service under 
normal circum stances.’’ 
As it was. Westmoreland 
intimates, the service had to 
fill slots, thus an unfortunate 
number of those slots was 
filled with second choice 
young men who could neither 
lead nor control their forces. 
Westmoreland hastens to 
add that his latter opinion is 
not a rap on the majority of 
V i e t n a m c o m b a t a n t s of 
whom “I was always proud.’’ 
He was in fact more than 
proud of them, he was their 
advocate. It was Westmore­ 
land who established the one- 
year tour in Vietnam, and 


most of the comforts in the 
o th e rw ise u n c o m fo rta b le 
theater (hot meals on patrols, 
prolific pass rights) were the 
general’s decisions 
As a m atter of fact, says 
W e stm o re la n d , " I ’m still 
thi nki ng of the V i et na m 
veterans I would like to see 
them treated better here at 
hom e.’’ W estm oreland says 
he recently sent a letter to the 
V e te ra n s A d mi n i s tr a t i o n 
asking for the facts on the G1 
benefit controversy, and got 
back “the worst bunch of gob- 
blydegook I ever saw. 
D e s p i t e VA g o b b l e , 
W estm oreland believes the 
Viet vets do suffer from that 
unpopular war. "In term s of 
real dollars, they aren't get­ 
ting enough.’’ 
And as for that unpopular 
war itself, now that Ameri­ 
cans are physically out of it, 
Westmoreland still maintains 
the light at the end of the tun­ 
nel will not dim. He cannot, 
or at least does not want to, 
believe that a decade’s pres­ 
ence of some 2.5 million U.S.

Handling the Swedish press

STiXTKHOLM - (LENS) - 
D u r i n g the 1960s, w h e n 
tabloid journalism boomed, it 
b e c a m e c l e a r t h a t 
the 
Swedish press council was 
not effectively discouraging 
improper practices. Selt-dis- 
cipline was tightened up 
in 1969 the council itself 
was reformed so that halt its 
members came from outside 
the world of the media; it was 
empowered to fine offending 
papers; and the PO was ap­ 
pointed — not by the press 
alone but by a committee of 
t h r e e c o n s i s t i n g of the 
Parliamentary Ombudsman 
and the presidents of the bar 
association and the national 
press club. 
The PO himself is not a 


j ou r n a li st but a 
f or mer 
judge, Lennart Groll. Unlike 
the other ombudsmen, he has 
no statutory authority; but 
aggrieved citizens evidently 
think it is more worthwhile 
now to pursue com plaints 
about unethical or sloppy 
journalism. 
Before 1969 the council re­ 
ceived only about 60 com­ 
plaints a year; now Groll is 
getting more than 400 a year 
from the public, and he also 
initiates about 20 cases a 
year himself. He finds about 
a quarter of the complaints 
obviously unjustified, and 
disposes of many others by 
getting newspapers to pub­ 
lish a correction or a state­ 
ment by the complainant. 
In 1972 he thought about 80 
cases were worth referring to

newspapers include Dagens 
Nyheter, Sweden’s foremost 
daily. Anxiety about loss ot 
diversity in the press has led 
to some notable actions. 
Since 1965 each political 
party has received a subsidy, 
proportionate to its seats in 
parliament, which it can use 
to sustain its new spapers. 
Since 1969 a state fund has 
m a d e loans to help the 
weaker newspapers to face 
the challenge of stronger 
ones’ ability to finance new 
technical facilities. Since 
1971 a subsidy has been paid 
to the newspaper with the 
second largest circulation in 
each area, while a tax on ad ­ 
v e r t i s i n g r e v e n u e h a s 
pe n a liz e d the m o r e s u c ­ 
cessful papers. 
T he S ocial D e m o c ra ts ’ 
enthusiasm for “maintaining 
the free formation of opinion 
may be largely explained by 
the fact that manv of their 


own local papers have come 
close to extinction, but the 
outstanding beneficiary from 
the subsidies to "runners-up” 
has been Stockholm's conser­ 
vative Svenska Dagbladet. 
In sharp contrast to the 
Swedes’ eagerness to keep 
their press diversified is their 
acceptance of a public radio 
an d television m onopoly. 
Since 1969 this has operated 
two TV channels, which en­ 
joy a degree of autonomy and 
produce separate news com­ 
mentaries; but. although they 
have som etim es been a t­ 
tacked for plugging the gov­ 
e rn m e n t’s line and som e­ 
times for veering far to the 
left of it, they have been more 
often criticized for their wor­ 
thy dullness, and never for 
revealing a sharp divergence 
of views on a major issue. 
The government has long 
opposed the idea of advertis­ 
ing on TV, hut several years 
ago it agreed to the appoint­ 
ment of a com m ission to 
study the question, which re­ 
ported in January; seven of 
its 11 members cam e out 
against commercials. 
T h e u su al 
a r g u m e n t s 
against them are reinforced 
in Sweden by the considera­ 
tion that a switching of ad­ 
vertising to television would 
hit the newspapers so hard 
that the maintaining of diver­ 
sity in the press would be­ 
come much more costly, and 
might become impossible; for 
a press that relied over­ 
whelmingly on state sub­ 
sidies could present only a 
facade of independence. 
And the Swedes have by 
now invested a lot of public 
money in the preservation of 
c o n t r o v e r s i a l j our na li s m. 
T heir talent for political 
compromise has sometimes 
been mistaken for a passive 
uniformity of opinion by peo­ 
ple who have not noticed that 
lively exchanges occur every 
day in their newspapers. 
It is all the more important 
to note how much is being 
done in Sweden to keep up a 
healthy amount of public con­ 
troversy.

The dispute which has developed 
between Governor Ronald Reagan 
and the leadership of the California 
State 
Employes 
Association 
is 
unfortunate. Both can end up losers. 
T h e 
g o v ern o r 
had 
v etoed 
practically all of the benefit bills 
which 
the 
employe 
group 
had 
succeeded in passing through the 
legislature last year. He did so on 
the pledge that he would sponsor a 
“ complete benefits’ 
package this 
year. His reason for delay was that 
he was awaiting the findings of a 
management study being conducted 
by a private and independent firm 
The study was made and its report 
was made. In general, it was a 
recognition that the state employes 
were due numerous benefits which 
they were not receiving. 
Reagan announced that he would 
keep his promise and act upon the 
report. He also agreed to confer 
with 
the 
employe 
leaders. 
He 
assigned 
the 
responsibility 
of 
conferring 
to 
Agency 
Secretary 
Jam es G. Steam s. 
The employe leaders cam e away 
from the conferences disillusioned. 
They claimed that the “ complete 
package” wasn’t as much as was 
contained in the bills vetoed by the 
governor before the study despite 
the fact the study supported those 
added benefits. They said, while 
they liked Stearns, he had been put 
in the impossible position of “ being 
a 
negotiator 
without 
power 
to 
negotiate.” 
The governor’s forces dispute the 
employe contentions. They maintain 
that the governor has kept his word 
and, for the first time in history, 
provided 
the 
employes 
with 
a 
planned 
benefits 
program. 
This, 
they say, will assure the employes 
of improved benefits year by year 
There is a validity to both points 
of view. Stearns was not acting as a 
negotiator. The governor has never 
agreed 
to 
negotiate, 
merely 
to 
confer and consider. The benefits 
proposed for this year are not as 
good as some that were contained in 
the previous legislation. And some 
benefits which had been provided in 
the vetoed bills are not contained in 


the 
new 
legislation. 
But 
the 
governor’s package does offer a 
planned program of benefits for the 
first time. And, if adopted, would 
provide 
some 
certainty 
for 
the 
employes in the future. 


The employes called upon the 
governor to submit the issues to 
mediation. With his background as a 
negotiator for the Screen Actors 
Guild they thought this would strike 
a sympathetic note with Reagan. 
Whether it would or not, the request 
cam e out as a demand accompanied 
by the threat of strike. Reagan isn’t 
an easy one to club. He reacted 
angrily by announcing that those 
who struck would be fired. 


Asked 
if 
rep lacin g 
100,000 
employes might not be hard to do, 
Reagan 
said 
“ Well, 
maybe 
we 
might find out how few people you 


could get along with in running the 
state.” 
Reagan is firm in his belief that it 
is wrong to delegate to someone not 
elected by the people the right to 
arbitrate 
and 
possibly 
impose 
greater tax burdens upon the people. 
But perhaps there is still room for 
reasonable 
men 
to 
arrive at 
a 
solution. 
The 
sta te 
em ploye 
leadership must know that the strike 
threat is dangerous, if not wholly 
idle. And judging from the past the 
number who would walk out would 
probably be less than 10 per cent. 
On the other hand the governor 
knows that no great harm could 
come in submitting the issues to an 
in d ep en dent 
a r b itr a to r . 
F o r 
whatever his findings, both houses 
of the legislature would still have to 
pass upon the proposals. In the end 
they will anyway, arbitration or not.

LONDON (UPI) — Among those who 
have made sacrifices for science enter the 
names of the archaeologists, anthropolo­ 
gists and historians who ate a dish of 
mashed 
pears and 
fish 
sauce 
in a 
gastronomic link with our ancestors of 
ancient Rome and before. 
Grimacing as they manfully downed 
several spoonsful of the concoction ( which 
also contained 
honey and eggs) one 
scientist declared: 
“ At least I know what caused the fall of 
the Roman Empire.” 
To celebrate the 100th edition of its wide- 
ranging 
popular 
science 
program, 
“ Chronicle,” 
the 
British 
Broadcasting 
Corporation <BBC) set its research staff to 
work on a banquet that would consist of 
foods eaten in the stone age. the bronze age 
and in the Rome of the Caesars. 
Sir Mortimer Wheeler and Dr. Glyn 
Daniel, two of the best known names in 
archaeology were among the guests. They 
observed 
that 
ancient 
man 
probably 
learned what was safe to eat by noting 


what wild animals consumed without 
harm. 
The first courses came into this category 
—nuts, mushrooms, jellied eels, prawns, 
cockles and whelks. There was applause as 
the platters were brought in by servers 
clad in costumes (short tunics) copied 
from those preserved 
in bronze age 
deposits in Denmark. 
The banquet of the learned was a mine of 
information. Ancient Egypt had a good, 
solid straightforward diet but its bread 
—as reproduced by Dr. Jane Renfrew down 
to the original stone grinding of the grain 
—contained so much grain it wore down 
the teeth of the consumer. 
Magnus Magnusson of Chronicle proved 
this by producing photographs of mummies 
teeth clearly showing the worn cusps of the 
grinding molars. The Egyptians liked duck 
eggs and force fed poultry and were so 
partial to their appetites some of the 
nobles had inscribed on their tombs the 
kind of food they wanted immured with 
them to sustain them in the next world.

relatively well this year, 
retaining control of both the 
Senate and Assembly and 
possibly strengthening their 
grip 
All 80 Assembly seats and 
20 of the Senate’s 40 seats 
are up for election this year. 
Democrats currently have a 
49-31 edge in the Assembly 
and a 2118 margin in the 
Senate with one vacancy. 
Republican 
campaign 
aides insist the Watergate 
scandal will not tinge GOP 
legislative races this year 
but acknowledge it will be 
very difficult for them to 
overcome the more than 3-2 
Democratic edge in voter 
registration 
Perh ap s 
the 
most 
dramatic June 4 primary 
contest will be in the 41st 
Assembly 
district 
where 
incumbent 
Republicans 
Mike D. Antonovich of Los 
Angeles and Newton Russell 
of Tujunga are fighting for 
their political lives. 
The veteran Russell chose 
to run head-on-head against 
freshm an 
Antonovich 
instead of moving to the 34th 
District—an 
open 
seat 
where some observers felt 
he could win easily. 
A n to n o vich , 
a 
conservative, has attacked 
Russell 
for 
forsaking 
Republican 
positions 
by 
co m p ro m isin g 
w ith 
Dem ocratic 
Assembly 
Speaker 
Bob 
Moretti. 
Russell contends he can 


represent his constituency 
better by being willing to 
compromise. 
Perhaps the only woman 
with 
a 
good 
chance 
of 
winning is Assemblywoman 
Pauline Davis, D-Portola 
She faces token opposition 
in the primary, but must 
battle with Assemblyman 
Ray Johnson, R-Chico, in 
the general election. 
Marlin 
McKeever, 
a 
former Los Angeles Rams 
star who recently signed 
with the new California Suns 
football team, is possibly 
the 
most 
well-known 
candidate in the wide-open 
72nd Assembly district. 
Father Eugene J. Boyle, 
who has been banned from 
preaching 
during 
the 
campaign, is running a stiff 
uphill 
race 
ag ain st 
Assemblyman John Koran, 
D-San Francisco. 
Three former Reagan ad­ 
ministration officials and 
two 
lobbyists 
also 
are 
campaigning for Assembly 
seats. 
Four assemblymen are 
vying for the four open seats 
in the Senate. Only a handful 
of incumbents face serious 
challenges. 
Robert “ Buzz" Pauley, 
son of millionaire oilman Ed 
Pauley, is giving Sen Ralph 
C. Dills, D-Gardena, a tough 
race in the 28th district. 
Pauley has accused Dills of 
using state funds in his 
campaign and pressured the 
senator into disclosing his 
finances. The latter showed 
Dills owned property with 
geothermal potential while 
authoring bills to help the 
geothermal industry 
Sen 
Peter H. Behr, R- 
Tiburon. also has a tough 
primary race with Sonoma 
County 
Supervisor 
Bob 
Theiller. 
When the 1975 legislature 
convenes, 
there 
will 
be 
major 
changes 
in 
the 
Assembly 
leadership 
— 
particularly in Democratic 
ranks. 
Among the top lawmakers 
quitting to run for higher
